tumor. Some 


authorities think that

form of tumor is due to a 
••muscle cell that runs wild." 


After 
complete 
physical 


exam, lab tests, X rays and 
consultations with 
surgeon 


and X-ray therapist, it was de- 
cided to treat tumor mass 
with X ray. Some regression 
of tumor was thus obtained. 
On further consultation of 
surgeon, X-ray therapist and 
dentist, it was agreed that 
surgical removal of remaining 
tumor was necessary. 


This was done. Fortunately, 


the surgeon feels that "he got 
around the tumor." Patient 
withstood operation well and 
has made an excellent re- 
covery. He has been fitted 
with a removable dental pros- 
thesis which replaces missing 
teeth and jaw, and helps re- 
store normal contours of face. 


Prognosis: Good.

Wreck Is 
Believed to be 
'Spy Plane' 


ORURO, Bolivia(AP>- Boll, 


vian and U.S. officials probed 
the wreckage of a plane in the 
hills of western Bolivia today 
for clinching evidence it was an 
American U2 reconnaissance jet 
that strayed more than 3,000 
miles from Florida with its pilot 
apparently unconscious.

papers identifying the pilot as 
Capt. Robert D. Hickman, 32, of 
Alexandria, La.

day as the man at the controls 
of the high-flying U2 that failed 
to follow its intended course off 
the coast of Florida and flew on 


The plane took off Thursday 


morning on what a spokesman 
said was a routine mission from

Air Strike 
Settlement 
Up To Vote

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent 
Johnson 
quickly 
wooed 


negotiators to a tentative airline 
strike settlement, but there are 
signs of deep concern today 
whether the 35,000 striking me- 
chanics will approve it. 


Negotiators worked feverishly 


to wrap up the proposed con- 
tract for a vote by the strikers 
Sunday that will determine how 
fast the five strikebound airlines 
get their planes back in the air. 


"This settlement will not be 


inflationary," Johnson said In 
announcing the agreement in a 
nationwide 
television-r a d 1 o 


broadcast barely 12 hours after 
calling negotiators In the 23-day 
strike to the White House. 


His comment reflected 
the 


touchy question of the agree- 
ment's 
economic impact, but 


the government's biggest worry 
at the moment was to win the 
ratification vote. 


Details of the agreement were 


a tightly guarded secret and 
comments from both union and 
management appeared directed 
primarily at ending the strike.

Police Halt 
Rioting in 
Baltimore 


BALTIMORE, 
Md. (AP) - 


Legal action has stalled racist 
rallies in Baltimore, but a white 
supremacist warns, "You'll be 
seeing more and hearing more 
of us." 


Negro and white youths threw 


bottles, rocks and metal pipes; 
at each other in a 20-minute bat- 
tle Friday night on North Cas- 
tle Street, a predominantly Ne- 
gro section of East Baltimore. 


What apparently started as a 


small fracas among four youths 
turned into a larger skirmish 
when about 20 white youths 
charged into the area. 


A 33-year-old man and a 41- 


year-old woman received minor 
cuts and were treated at a hos- 
pital. Police reported one ar- 


Meanwhile, city police turned 


out in force to insure that an in- 
junction against the National 
States Rights Party forbidding 
rallies would be obeyed. There 
was no rally. 


Officials of the organization 


had indicated earlier they would 
abide by the injunction, issued 


Five persons were charged 


with rioting after white youths 
roamed 
through Negro neigh- 


borhoods Thursday night fol? 
lowing an anti-Negro rally by 
the party — the third such rally 
in four nights. 


The warning that more would 


be heard from the party came 
from Connie Lynch, an itinerant 
preacher who was one of the 
five persons charged with riotr 
ing in presentments returned by 
the Baltimore grand jury.
